“All properties are paid for and 
there are no outstanding notes or 
other indeb tedness. 
“While returns were low, pack­ 
ing costs likewise were low,” Man­ 
ager Theis reported. “They were 
two and nine-tenths cents less per 
packed b ox than they were the 
y ear b efore.

Why should conservatives look for 
ward with pleasure to the prospects 
of being returned to power in 1940? 
It is reported that Mr. Berle. wishes 
to withdraw as 
Assistant Secre­ 
tary of State, 
so t h a t he 
can think—par 
ticularly about 
how to meet the 
:oming business 
recession or col­ 
lapse which he 
oelieves will oc­ 
cur in 1941. It 
is also reported 
that Chancellor 
Hitler is urg ing 
Premier Musso- 
lini to avoid 
war until 1940. 
It is also being 
said that President Roosevelt has 
adopted the Fascist method of main­ 
taining an apparent and temporary 
prosperity by eng ag ing in war prep­ 
arations which will either come to an 
end in 1940, throug h the defeat of the 
New Dealers, or will lose its eflfective- 
ness about that tima in any event. 
Should there be a chang e of g ov­ 
ernment in 1940, and should these 
ominous forecasts fail to materialize, 
a new administration will, under the 
most favorable circumstances, be 
faced with a very unhealthy situation. 
But should these forecasts reg arding 
a collapse and perhaps a war in 1940 
or 1941 prove accurate, then the situ­ 
ation for a new administration will 
of course, be much more ag g ravating ’ 
It would be an ex cellent thing if a 
wav could be devised by which a 
party in power could be made to 
stew in its own Juice. The common 
methods of chang ing g overnments 
rarely mike this possible. 
It is importent to realize that New

Hoover.” When President Hô over was 
informed of this scheme, he wrote to 
a friend that “When I consider this 
statement of —----- — 1'% in connection 
with the recommendations that we 
have made to the incoming adminis­ 
tration, I can say emphatically that 
he breathes with infamous politics 
devoid of every atom of patriotism. 
Mr. ----- — would project millions 
of people Into hideous losses for a 
Roman holiday .” 
That was precisely what happened. 
A Roman holiday was arrang ed, and 
it was carried out with g reat g usto. 
After the closing of the banks, it be­ 
g an with the President’s inaug ural 
address which dealt with the Indict­ 
ment of "the money chang ers” and 
ó pèned thè g ates to a flood of class 
hatred. The g ame worked. The public 
swallowed it hook, line and sinker. 
Michelson was bro ught In to co nduct 
a smearing campaig n, which also 
worked. 
But there were g ood reasons why 
the people should have been misled. 
Like many economists, I, too, was mis­ 
led. even thoug h as an economist 1 
was try ing to follow the situation 
closely . It was only at a much later 
date, when I was able to see official 
documents and to interview persons 
directly involved in the principal epi­ 
sodes of this period, that I was able to 
g et the facts in the case. 
It was not long after the election 
of November, 1932, that disturbing 
facts beg an to reveal themselves. Al­ 
thoug h Mr. Roosevèlt, just prior to 
the election had vig orously asserted 
his intention to maintain a sound cur­ 
rency and to g uard what he called the 
g old covenant in the g overnments 
securities, he would not reaffirm his 
position on money at any time after 
his election. Both he and the Demo­ 
crats in Cong ress refused to cooper­ 
ate w'ith Mr. Hoover. Practically 
every thing they did destro y ed confi- 
dence and increased the 
run« o n the 
ba nks. All these tra nsa ctio ns comprise 
a ra ther long u t They conetitute a 
dla gra ceful chapter in o ur political 
history . It will probably req uire • 
long time for the essential facta to 
reach the American peopla.
